Council seeks to 
collect unpaid 
restaurant tax 

County’s need for water, 
short staff at water plant 
among items addressed

The West Liberty City Council voted 
to authorize the city attorney to pursue 
the collection of a local business owner’s 
delinquent tax bill, with possible assis- 
tance from the county attorney. 

Councilwoman Belinda Jordan said 
Dairy Cheer owner Lou Compton owes 
the city approximately $33,000 in un- 
paid restaurant taxes dating back two 
years. 

“She is taking money from our citi- 
zens and not paying her taxes,” Jordan 
said. “This issue needs be resolved be- 
cause our citizens and other businesses 
are suffering. Hopefully this can be done 
as quickly and easily as possible.” 

The council voted unanimously to 
allow City Attorney Joleen Frederick to 
request County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor’s aid in collecting the tax. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said the city 
hopes to resolve the issue outside court. 

“We just want the taxes to be paid,” 
Barker said. “The county attorney does 
have the power to press criminal charges 
as a last resort if he chooses to help us 
with this matter. Hopefully we can settle 
this before it goes that far.”

Local teen dies 
in Licking River 
after auto crash

A local teen died in an automobile 
accident early last Thursday morning 
after he was ejected from his vehicle into 
the Licking River, where emergency per- 
sonnel found his body several hours 
later. 

Joseph Penix, 18, of West Liberty, 
was apparently enroute to his parents’ 
home approximately two miles east of 
town on U.S. 460 when he lost control 
of his 2007 Chevrolet pickup truck in a 
curve, struck a guardrail and overturned 
the vehicle. He was ejected into the river 
as the truck careened down a 90-100 ft. 
bluff. 

State police said a motorist discov- 
ered the truck at the bluff’s bottom and 
reported it to the Morehead KSP post at 
approximately 5:34 a.m. The time the 
accident ocurred remains unknown. 

A rescue squad member said the 
squad was dispatched to the scene at 
5:35 a.m. 

“The search was performed in two 
stages,” the member said. “Fresh foot-

75-100 visitors 
daily 

1,100 people 
took advantage of 
center’s exercise 
equipment last month

The Morgan County Wellness Cen- 
ter located in the Community Center is 
experiencing a patron increase thanks to 
new exercise equipment and a popular 
Biggest Loser weight loss program. 

Program Director Belinda Jordan said 
the center, which opened in 2005, now 
accommodates approximately 75-100 
visitors daily. 

“Last month the center had 1,100 
visitors,” Jordan said. “More people 
want a healthier lifestyle for themselves, 
and this is a great place for them to es- 
tablish and maintain that. We are work- 
ing hard to meet this growing demand.” 

Jordan said a $50,000 grant from coal 
severance funds to expand the exercise 
area, buy new equipment and upgrade 
the community and convention centers 
will help accomplish that task. 

“We will be knocking down a wall in 
the exercise room and plan to take in the 
gym’s stage area,” Jordan said. “We al- 
ready have two new elliptical machines 
and treadmills on order for the new 
space. This equipment should be here by 
March.” 

The center currently boasts $75,000 
worth of equipment including four tread- 
mills, three exercise bikes, one stomach 
cruncher, one hand bike and one eight- 
weight machine station. 

In addition, 56 enthusiastic partici- 
pants are also enrolled in the center’s 
Biggest Loser weight loss competition, 
modeled after the popular television re- 
ality series. 

Biggest Loser implements various 
contests designed to help participants 
lose weight, including dancing, games 



Volunteer’s passing 
marks county’s first 
line of duty death

A local volunteer firefighter and res- 
cue squad member who was critically 
injured in an automobile accident while 
responding to an emergency call on Feb. 
11 died 9:05 a.m. Saturday, Feb. 24, at 
the University of Kentucky Medical 
Center in Lexington. 

Steven Eric Vanderpool Jr., 28, of 
West Liberty, was enroute to an auto- 
mobile accident in the Jones Creek area 
from the intersection of KY 519 and KY 
7 as he missed a stop sign on KY 7 and 
attempted a left turn onto KY 519 when 
a Chevrolet Silverado traveling north on 
KY 519 operated by Brian Smith, of 
Booneville, struck Vanderpool ’s Ford 
Ranger. 

State police said Vanderpool was 
ejected from his vehicle, which came to 
rest approximately 160 feet from his 
body. He was not wearing a seatbelt. 

Vanderpool was transported to Mor- 
gan County ARH, from where he was 
airlifted to UK Medical Center with se- 
vere head injuries. He remained on life 



and other activities. 

“We have completed five weeks of 
the Biggest Loser,” Jordan said. “To 
date, participants have lost a combined 
462.5 pounds, which is great. The com- 
petition ends in June, when the winner 
will win an overnight stay in a state park 
of his or her choice, as well as the money 
in the penalty jar for weight gained over 
course of the program.” 

Morgan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley, who is currently participating 
the Biggest Loser, said the program has 
helped him control his diabetes. 

“When I started this program in Janu- 
ary, my blood sugar was running over 
160 with medication,” Judge Conley 
said. “Since then, it has lowered to 110- 



support at UK several days prior to his 
death. 

Smith, a Morehead State University 
student who was returning to school, 
was not injured though his vehicle was 
severely damaged. 

The accident Vanderpool was re- 
sponding to occurred at 4:20 p.m. Feb. 
11, on Johnny Bolin Branch at Jones 
Creek, with Lara Schindler, 33, of West 
Liberty, crashing due to previous 
weather conditions. She was transported 
to ARH with non-life threatening inju- 
ries to her neck and back. 

Vanderpool served West Liberty Fire 
Department two years, and White Oak 
and Caney Valley fire departments ap- 
proximately six months. He served the 
Morgan County Rescue Squad less than 
one month. 

West Liberty Fire Chief/E-9 1 1 Direc- 
tor John Conley, an 18-year local dis- 
patch veteran, said Vanderpool ’s pass- 
ing marks the county’s first emergency 
service line of duty death. 

“Emergency personnel can never re- 
ally be ready for an incident like this,” 
Conley said. “We are equipped to care 
for victims physically, but we were not 
prepared to cope with this event’s emo- 
tional fallout.” 

Conley said emergency personnel can 



115 without medication. I am now con- 
trolling my diabetes by eating right and 
taking advantage of the center’s pro- 
grams.” 

Jordan said the center, which people 
ages 12-90 use, also promotes preven- 
tive health for younger people. 

“We have several people who want 
to control current health problems,” Jor- 
dan said. “But we also have a lot of teen- 
agers and young adults who do not want 
to face health problems such as diabe- 
tes and obesity later in life, and they are 
working hard to prevent that.” 

Curtis Conley, 16, of Lacy Creek, 
said he joined the Biggest Loser to shed 
50 pounds. 

“I have lost 13 pounds since I joined 



take comfort in Vanderpool ’s willing- 
ness to serve. 

“Eric will be remembered as a true 
hero,” Conley said. “There was never a 
more dedicated volunteer. He was avail- 
able 24/7 to do things nobody ever saw 
- little things that kept the fire depart- 
ment in particular running. He spent 
countless hours volunteering for this 
community and never asked for any rec- 
ognition.” 

Vanderpool was honored yesterday 
with a full firefighter’s funeral at Her- 
ald & Stewart & Halsey Funeral Home, 
which included fire service representa- 
tives from throughout the state and a 
firefighters’ honor guard presentation. 
He was carried by firetruck to his final 
resting place at Coffee Cemetery on Old 
Highway 172. 

Survivors include his wife, Misty, of 
West Liberty; his parents, Russell and 
Loretta Ward, of West Liberty; and a host 
of family and friends. 

The West Liberty Fire Department 
would like to thank the Kentucky Com- 
munity Crisis Response Team for their 
support of emergency personnel and 
their families during this time, and Lex- 
ington Fire Department, which provided 
officers around the clock to assist 
Vanderpool ’s wife during his hospital 
stay.

Humble Heroes Among Us

Many times I have wondered 
about the true definition of a hero. 
I have had many over the years, 
ranging from legendary, larger- 
than-life figures including the late 
Dale Earnhardt and Pres. Ronald 
Reagan, to seemingly ordinary 
people who touched my life in ex- 
traordinary ways, such as teach- 
ers, friends and relatives. 

There are some heroes who are 
often forgotten until tragedy 
strikes, however. 

One such hero was former vol- 
unteer firefighter and rescue 
squad member Eric Vanderpool, 
28, of West Liberty, who died Sat- 
urday from critical injuries sus- 
tained in an automobile accident 
while responding to an emer- 
gency call on Feb. 11. 

I must admit I never knew 
Vanderpool that well. But I do 
know there are dozens of local 
citizens like him - including my 
husband - who volunteer their 
time to the county fire depart- 
ments and rescue squad for no 
compensation or recognition. 

These men and women risk 
their lives providing a predomi- 



nantly thankless service to Mor- 
gan Countians. They give back to 
their communities despite the 
danger and the occasional remark 
that they are not “real” 
firefighters and rescue workers 
because they are not paid. 

Volunteer firefighters and 
other emergency personnel en- 
dure the same intensive training 
for the same certification as their 
paid counterparts. My husband 
and his West Liberty Fire Depart- 
ment comrades log many hours 
drilling in-house and attending 
various instructional courses 
throughout the state. 

I never know if my husband 
will come home when he re- 
sponds to an emergency call. He 
asked me when we started dating 
if I thought he was crazy to risk 
his life. I did not quite know how 
to answer then, but now I realize 
it takes a courageous soul to flirt 
with death - especially without 
recompense. 

Even if we never require their 
services, we should take time to 
thank these humble heroes and 
support volunteer fire depart- 
ments and emergency personnel.

Not A Pretty Sight 

Situation Normal In Frankfort: 
All Fouled Up

FRANKFORT - The General 
Assembly session passed the half 
way mark last week and for those 
paying close attention, it was not 
a pretty sight. That’s especially 
true of a couple of candidates for 
governor. 

Most notably, Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher, fighting just to be re- 
nominated by Republican voters 
in May, was floundering. 

He’s promised the moon and 
the stars, plus free radios for ev- 
eryone living below Wolf Creek 
Dam to warn them in case the 
dam fails. Legislators (Republi- 
can and Democratic alike), wary 
of opening up the state budget in 
this short legislative session, 
aren’t in the mood to give 
Fletcher the couple of hundred 
million dollars necessary to pay 
for the governor’s promises. 

And by making promises he 
cannot keep, Fletcher has suc- 
ceeded in pitting state social 
workers against the Lexington 
show horse set, state retirement 
systems versus state universities, 
all vying for a piece of the so- 
called budget surplus. 

It seems likely no one will go 
home happy with the outcome. 

House Speaker Jody Richards, 
one of a cattle drive of Democrats 
seeking to replace Fletcher, isn’t 
coming off much better. 

Mine safety legislation that 
should have sailed through 
Richards’ Democratic-controlled 
House was bottled up last week 
in a committee whose chairman 
makes equipment used in mining 
coal. Accusations of a conflict of 
interest were flying fast, and 
Richards’ critics were question- 
ing the leadership skills of a 
House speaker who could not get 
a bill out of committee and onto 
the floor for a vote. 

As a result, organized labor, 
which was busy denouncing 
Democratic candidate Bruce 
Lunsford from the rooftops for his 
2003 endorsement of Fletcher, 
was turning a critical eye on 
Richards. 

There were a couple of other 
embarrassments in the House as 
well. A bill that would have al- 
lowed secret conference commit- 
tees on the budget to repeal or 
enact laws (read raise taxes) with 



the budget bill caused such an 
uproar that it had to be with- 
drawn. 

And Richards by week’s end 
had to promise somehow to find 
money to finance a bill protect- 
ing state social workers that was 
passed out of committee initially 
without any money to pay for it. 

But the Republican-controlled 
Senate wasn’t winning many 
friends or impressing voters ei- 
ther. 

A bill passed by the Senate 
forbidding the University of Lou- 
isville and University of Ken- 
tucky to allow domestic partners 
of employees to buy health insur- 
ance turned into a public relations 
nightmare. 

The bill’s language turned out 
to be so all encompassing that 
every public employee in Ken- 
tucky — local, state, school sys- 
tem — was affected, as well as 
private colleges and universities. 
And while the legislation clearly 
was aimed at gay couples, it turns 
out a grandmother working as a 
city janitor with custody of her 
grandchildren would be unable to 
buy health insurance for them. 

So the Senate’s genuflection to 
the hyper-moralists had everyone 
from university presidents to the 
leadership of the League of Cit- 
ies lined up against it. 

I suspect Fletcher, Richards 
and perhaps even Senate Presi- 
dent David Williams now wish 
Kentucky voters had rejected the 
amendment permitting the short, 
odd-year legislative session. 

But the voters did, and one 
unexpected outcome is that the 
voters get to watch would-be gov- 
ernors and incumbent governors 
seeking reelection under the pres- 
sure of a legislative session with 
primaries only a few months 
ahead. 

Meanwhile, of course, candi- 
dates for governor in both parties 
not involved in the legislative ses- 
sion are merrily going about the 
business of raising money and 
campaigning. 

They don’t have to pay for 
their promises — yet. Nor do they 
have to contend with embarrass- 
ing legislation, conflicted com- 
mittee chairmen or angry voters 
rallying outside the Capitol every 
day, day after day.

DROWNING VICTIM’S 
FAMILY UPSET 
WITH RESCUE EFFORT 

To The Courier: 

My cousin, Joe Penix, was 
killed in a car wreck on Thurs- 
day, Feb. 22. Search and rescue 
crews were called out after Joe’s 
truck was found over an embank- 
ment about 5:30 a.m. After no 
more than approximately five 
hours of searching, the crews 
gave up, leaving my family and 
friends to search for one of their 
own. The river bank was lined 
with people begging them to con- 
tinue the search. 

“Please get the divers out 
here,” screamed my Aunt Sandy. 
The response that she got was, 
“No, I’m the diver and I don’t see 
the need to. There are too many 
rocks in the water.” That’s the re- 
sponse that she got. 

We depend on on these people 
in our time of need to do their 
jobs. We literally put our lives in 
their hands. As of right now, that’s 
not the hands that I want my life 
in. 

My family and friends stayed 
behind after the search was called 
off. They searched by any means 
available. They searched on foot 
and by 4-wheeler. They were so 
desperate to find Joe that they 
would not give up. 

Finally, Chris Smith discov- 
ered a tennis shoe floating in the 
river. Chris ran the shoes back to 
Joe’s mom to see if they were her 
sons’s. They were. Beverly called 
911 and told them to get back out 
there, that they had found Joe’s 
shoes. 

Michael Sword had hoisted 
Billy Kennard out over the river 
to get one of the shoes. 

By this time, Chris had gone 
back to the house to get his john 
boat and started searching the 
water with some of the others. 
About an hour later, the rescue 
team arrived back at the scene. 
Thirteen hours after he was re- 
ported missing, the rescue team 
finally found Joe in the water near 
where the truck had come to rest. 
Then, instead of telling his 
mother face to face that they had 
found Joe’s body, rescuers called 
her on the phone and told her. 

I can’t speak for everyone 
there, but I can and will speak for 
my family and friends when I say 
these are not the kind of people 
that we want to have to depend 
on in time of need again.

Condoning Sin: Mmuttain Haters 

Gutted bill proof few politicians 
willing to challenge coal industry

The coal industry would cer- 
tainly never have allowed Rep. 
Jim Gooch to become chairman 
of the House Natural Resources 
Committee unless they were sure 
he would do their bidding. 

Which he did, declaring that, 
while the legislature had time to 
name bluegrass the official mu- 
sic of Kentucky, it simply had no 
time nor reason to confront sin. 

He allied himself firmly on the 
side of sin, and thus joins others 
as Mountain Haters. 

Other Mountain Haters in- 
clude all current candidates for 
governor and six of those people 
whose lifetime ambition has been 
to be lieutenant governor, except 
for Jonathan Miller. 

These candidates wander 
about Kentucky listing problems 
they will solve and none, other 
than Miller, are willing to con- 
front the sin of strip mining. 

There are two reasons for this, 
one being that they do not realize 
that mountaintop removal will 
use up one coal-bearing mountain 
after another until they are all 
gone. 

The other is that they are a 
bunch of people who we compare 
in the mountains to what comes 
out of the north end of a sough- 
bound chicken. They are unwill- 
ing to risk their right to become 
governor by alienating the sinners 
who control the state. 

Just as bluegrass music was 
made official by a bunch of 
people who do not know the dif- 
ference between it and the far- 
superior mountain music indig- 
enous to our parts — because they 
haven’t heard mountain music, 
because KET won’t play it and 
you don’t hear it on the radio — 
so does our political lass tolerate 
the destruction of the mountains 
because they will not believe the 
truth. 

When child abuse or sexual 
deviance is discussed on televi- 
sion, the producers seldom feel 
the need to present opposing 
viewpoints for the sake of bal- 
ance. You rarely have a lobbyist 
for sex offenders arguing for their 
craft. 

It is seldom that the public po- 
litical communicators or news 
people cover the sin of 
mountaintop removal, but when 



they do, they do not treat it as the 
absolute sin it is, but something 
which has two sides, which it 
does not.

a sort of justification for the ex- 
istence of either. 

Hunters who want easy game 
on level ground are Mountain 
Haters, but deer, elk and strip jobs 
in an area means that you can no 
longer grow food there, unless 
you call deer meat food, and most 
of us would rather eat horse. 

Hazard Mayor Bill Gorman is 
a Mountain Hater, because he 
makes apologies for the leveling 
of mountains, despite the fact that 
his city has seen most of its strip- 
mine projects crumble, just as 
edifices built on sin ought to. 

When Gooch says there is lack 
of public outcry, he is somewhat 
correct. Speaking out in the 
mountains against sin gets you 
beat in an election or costs you a 
job. 

Because strip mining is here 
today and gone to the next ridge 
tomorrow, its harm is felt a little 
at a time by those who lose their 
water and their masonry. 

The Broad Form Deed 
Amendment, like most efforts at 



reform, made things worse. A 
land owner can contract with 
strippers to convert the next few 
hundred years of the economic 
worth of his farm for a large sum 
of money to spend today. 

The Natural Resources De- 
partment has very quietly re- 
pealed the Broad Form Deed 
Amendment in regard to lands 
owned by families. 

Recent rulings allow one out 
of a hundred owners of a place to 
authorize mountaintop removal 
over the objections of the other 
99. 

But that is because, among 
Mountain Haters, there is none 
who hate the mountains more 
than the Natural Resources De- 
partment. That is probably not 
their correct name this month. It 
changes often so you don’t know 
who to cuss.

A bill introduced 
Jan. 5 in the Kentucky House of Rep- 
resentatives by Rep. Brent Yonts, D- 
Greenville, to improve mine safety by 
requiring mine operators to install 
equipment and adopt measures to 
save miners ’ lives , was discarded last 
week in committee in favor of a wa- 
tered-down, industry -friendly substi- 
tute. The substitute, drafted by Rep. 
Robin Webb, D-Grayson, a former 
coal company attorney, essentially 
gutted Yonts ’ bill and was rushed to 
a vote by Chairman Rep. Jim Gooch, 
D-Providence, in the Natural Re- 
sources and Environment Commit- 
tee, who refused Rep. Yonts an op- 
portunity to speak.

Widow’s law suit 
claims drug use 
rampant at mine 

The widow of a Kentucky coal 
miner who bled to death after his 
legs were severed in a mine acci- 
dent has filed a lawsuit claiming 
“that illicit drug activity was ram- 
pant, and even condoned, at the 
underground mine,” reports 
Deanna Lee-Sherman of the 
Harlan Daily Enterprise. 

Stella Morris of Cumberland 
is “pushing for tougher mine- 
safety legislation,” the Enterprise 
noted. Her suit says her husband, 
Bud Morris, could have survived 
with proper treatment from the 
emergency technician at the No. 
3 mine of H&D Mining Inc. on 
Dec. 30, 2005. The company is 
out of business, but the suit also 
names P&P Construction Inc., 
from which some H&D Mining 
received paychecks, and Black 
Mountain Resources LLC, which 
contracted with H&D for mining. 
“Illegal drug activity was so 
heavy the other firms “should 
have known” about it, Tony 
Oppegard, one of Morris’ attor- 
neys, told the Enterprise. 

Oppegard told Lee-Sherman, 
“We want to send a message to 
coal operators that you cannot 
knowingly allow drugs to be used 
in your mines and expect to es- 
cape liability if that causes an ac- 
cident.” Normally, workers’ com- 
pensation laws insulate employ- 
ers from liability for accidents. 

In the federal investigation of 
the accident, Bud Morris and the 
driver of the coal hauler that hit 
him both tested positive for mari- 
juana and pain killers, but the 
Mine Safety and Health Admin- 
istration blamed the accident on 
a lack of visibility. “The agency 
also said that Morris’ recovery 
was complicated due to a lack of 
proper first aid,” the Enterprise 
noted.

This will lead the way 
into a new downtown Court- 
house. 

During our budget session, I 
would like to start the process of 
buying property for the new 
downtown courthouse. Morgan 
County is number 10 on the 2008 
list for new courthouses and we 
need to be ready when the fund- 
ing is in place. 

We have heard a lot of rumors 
about a payroll tax over the past 
three to four months. However, 
we have not heard rumors about 
a 2% decrease in county property 
taxes. 

The county does have a large 
debt that was created in 2000 and 
2001 ($4 million). Our jail costs 
are skyrocketing; there are lots of 
things we have to look at; so I 
need your help and suggestions 
on how to raise enough money to 
continue to grow. We will con- 
tinue to apply for grants, but as 
you know, most grants require 
matching funds. Whatever we do, 
we will keep you informed of our 
plans and projects. 

Call me at 606-743-3897 and 
offer your suggestions. I plan to 
have an open forum in each mag- 
isterial district over the next 60 
days to discuss these issues.

In other business, Mayor Bob 
Nickell announced the city will 
honor fallen volunteer firefighter 
and rescue squad member Eric 
Vanderpool, who died Saturday 
morning from injuries sustained 
in an automobile accident while 
responding to an emergency call 
Feb. 11. 

“I have proclaimed this week 
‘Steven Eric Vanderpool Week’ in 
honor of Eric,” Nickell said. 
“Flags will be flown at half-staff 
until sundown Saturday, March 3, 
in memory of his dedication and 
sacrifice.” 

Nickell also encouraged cur- 
rent firefighters and rescue work- 
ers to continue their service to the 
public. 

“Firefighters, etc. can’t let this 
situation bring them down,” 
Nickell said. “They must continue 
to concentrate on the lives they 
have saved in the past and the 
lives they will save in the future. 
If they can do that, they can turn 
this negative event into a positive 
for everyone.” 

In other fire department news, 
Fire Chief John Conley said the 
department’s firetruck and 
firehouse projects are proceeding 
as planned. 

“The firetruck is currently on 
order and being built,” Conley 
said. “We are still working to ac- 
quire the firehouse property and 
hoping to speed up that process. 
Facts and figures should be avail- 
able soon.” 

The council also heard a report 
on personnel issues from Water 
Department Supervisor Kevin 
Cantrell. 

“The city is shorthanded three 
water plant operators,” Cantrell 
said. “The county will be buying 
more water from us for their 
projects soon, and we will need 
to pump more water to accommo- 
date them.” 

Nickell said he has been inter- 
viewing applicants for the posi- 
tions. 

“Through no fault we have had 
some resignations and deaths 
within the water department,” 
Nickell said. “We are advertising 
these positions and I have talked 
to at least four qualified operators 
about employment. Our payscale 
will not accommodate their sal- 
ary requests, but we will continue 
the search.” 

County Water District Field 
Manager Steve Pelfrey was also 
in attendance. 

“The county needs more stor- 
age capacity for the increased 
water it will be buying from the 
city,” Pelfrey said. “We will be 
picking up 120 more customers 
by July, and another 300 when we 
finish our Phase 12 project. By 
that time we will be covering 95 
percent of the county.” 

Police Chief Kelse Hensley 
also updated the council on cur- 
rent department projects. 

“We are working out the bugs 
on our new Record Management 
System (RMS),” Hensley said. 
“Every case can be entered into 
the system to find matches for 
people and similar events. We are 
also working on our new Auto- 
matic Vehicle Locator, a GPS sys- 
tem that will help police officers 
and EMS personnel find scenes

prints were found and we asked 
that the family contact the 
victim’s friends, etc. before we 
searched any further.

Family members and friends 
later discovered the victim’s ten- 
nis shoes in the river, and rescue 
workers recovered Penix’s body 
at 1:30 p.m., approximately 50-

The accident remains under in- 
vestigation by KSP Trooper 
Royce Collett.

Dr. Lawrence R. Nickell, 81, 
retired radiologist and long- time 
resident of Columbia, Tenn., died 
there Monday, Feb. 19, at Maury 
Regional Hospital.

Death rate of troops in Iraq high 
among soldiers from rural areas 



Soon after its inception two 
and a half years ago, The Rural 
Blog, operated by the Kentucky 
Institute for Rural Journalism, be- 
gan reporting on the 
disproprtionate casualty rates in 
Iraq among troops from rural 
America, which provides a dis- 
proportionate share of military 
enlistments. Now the story has 
fresh legs, thanks to analyses by 
The Associated Press and news- 
papers. “Small towns are quietly 
bearing a disproportionate bur- 
den of war,” reports military 
writer Kim Hefling. 

Almost half of the 3,100-plus 
U.S. military fatalaties in Iraq 
have come from towns of less 
than 25,000, and “One in five 
hailed from hometowns of less 
than 5,000,” Hefling writes. “On 
a per capita basis, states with 
mostly rural populations have 
suffered the highest casualties in 
Iraq. Vermont, South Dakota, 
Alaska, North Dakota, Nebraska, 
Wyoming, Delaware, Montana, 
Louisiana and Oregon top the 
list.” 



Helfing adds, “Many of the 
hometowns of the war dead 
aren’t just small, they’re poor. 
The AP analysis found that nearly 
three quarters of those killed in 
Iraq came from towns where the 
per capita income was below the 
national average. More than half 
came from towns where the per- 
centage of people living in pov- 
erty topped the national aver- 
age.” 

Hefling, who got her start 
with AP covering rural Indiana, 
Illinois and Kentucky, including 
Fort Campbell, adds new angles 
to the story: “Death isn’t the only 
burden the war has visited on the 
nation’s small towns. Entrepre- 
neurs in many small communi- 
ties have lost their businesses af- 
ter deploying in the Guard and 
Reserves, said Sen. Jon Tester, D- 
Mont. More federal dollars also 
are needed to ensure that return- 
ing troops have easy access to 
veterans health centers, he said. 

“Another fairness issue, raised 
by Rep. Bart Stupak, D-Mich., is 
the Pentagon’s practice of trans- 



porting the remains of military 
personnel killed in Iraq only to 
the nearest major airport. Stupak 
said it ‘imposes a burden on the 
family and friends when they 
should instead receive our sup- 
port. ’ He has introduced legisla- 
tion to require the DOD to deliver 
the remains to the military or ci- 
vilian airport chosen by the fam- 
ily.” 

The Lexington Herald-Leader 
did its own analysis of Kentucky 
deaths and found that most sol- 
diers who died in Iraq were from 
poor, rural towns. “At least 53 
Kentuckians have lost their lives 
serving in Iraq, according to the 
Defense Department, excluding 
those who died while working for 
private security firms or soldiers 
from other states based at Fort 
Campbell or Fort Knox,” writes 
Jim Warren. “Of those fatalities, 
almost 68 percent came from 
towns under 25,000 — where 79 
percent of the state’s population 
lives. Just over 30 percent came 
from towns of less than 3,000.”

Cougars close regular 
season with 7-17 record

Morgan County’s bid to put a 
frustrating regular season behind 
them with a post-season run fell 
short Tuesday night. Despite hav- 
ing three players in double-fig- 
ures, late foul trouble got he best 
of the Cougars, falling to East 
Carter in overtime, 52-50. 

After trailing 15-11 at the half, 
Morgan outscored the Raiders 16-

At its quarterly meeting held 
on Dec. 8, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission proposed 
modifications to the state’s man- 
datory hunter education law. 
Commission members also voted 
to open the ruffed grouse season 
sooner next year. 

The commission recommends 
all hunting, fishing and boating 
regulations for approval by the 
General Assembly and approves 
all expenditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Starting July 1, 2007, the com- 
mission is recommending that

course completion card before 
turning age 12.

Under the new proposal, a 
hunter would be eligible to take 
the hunter education test at age 
9, which gives the young hunter 
three years to successful pass the 
course if needed, before it is le- 
gally required. 

The proposal would allow 
youngsters more time to take the

free 10-hour course, which in- 
cludes in-class and live fire in- 
struction. Hunter education 
would remain mandatory before 
doing any type of hunting for any- 
one born on or after Jan. 1, 1975, 
and required to have a hunting li- 
cense. 

In related business, the com- 
mission also proposed that a new, 
$5 one-time permit be available 
next July that would allow any 
hunter who is subject to hunter 
education law to be exempt for a 
one-year period after purchase. 

This exemption permit would 
be available online only via the 
agency’s website. Those using the 
exemption permit would also be 
required to hunt only when ac- 
companied by a legal, adult 
hunter. After the yearlong exemp- 
tion expires, the hunter would 
then have to complete the hunter 
education course, obtain the card 
and carry in the field as proof of 
complying with the hunter edu- 
cation law. 

“The intent of these changes 
is to allow both adults and youth 
more opportunities to try hunting 
with a mentor before having to 
take hunter education,” said Bill 
Baida, hunter education supervi- 
sor for Kentucky Fish and Wild- 
life. 

“If they try hunting and enjoy 
it, they could then complete the 
course and the time it takes to do 
so would be worthwhile. They 
may have even a better under- 
standing of the materials after 
some actual experience in the 
field,” Baida added.

Methane in corn 
cobs feasible for 
automobile fuel 

Carbon briquettes created 
from corn cobs can be used to 
store high-density methane gas 
and could spur another alternative 
to gasoline. “The methane stor- 
age system is slim enough that it 
could replace gasoline tanks in 
cars and encourage mass-market 
natural gas automobiles. Methane 
is an abundant fuel that burns 
cleaner than gasoline,” according 
to Tenille Bonoguore of the Globe 
and Mail in Toronto. 

The technology, which stores 
gas within tiny, complex 
nanopores, was created by re- 
searchers at the University of 
Missouri-Columbia and the Mid- 
west Research Institute in Kan- 
sas City. The researchers say that 
Missouri alone could supply 
enough corn cobs per year to run 
10 million cars. 

The technology is already be- 
ing used in a pickup truck used 
by the Kansas City Office of En- 
vironmental Quality, and princi- 
pal project leader Peter Pfeifer 
says the breakthrough could 
“revolutionize vehicle design.”

Tornadoes are natures most 
violent storms and can leave an 
area devastated in minutes. A 
tornado appears as a rotating, 
funnel-shaped cloud, striking the 
ground with winds up to 300 miles 
per hour. Many persons have 
described the sound of an 
approaching tornado as 
representing a train. Tornadoes 
can strike at any time of the day 
and during any season of the year. 
In Kentucky, tornadoes occur 
most frequently in March, April, 
May and June. 

What To Do Before 

A Tornado Strikes 

1. Know the terms used to 
describe tornado threats and 
severe weather: 

A Severe Thunderstorm 
Watch means that the current 
atmospheric conditions are 
favorable for the development of 
severe thunderstorms include 
torrential rainfall, damaging 
winds, dangerous lightning and 
hail. Severe thunderstorms can 
also spawn tornadoes. Stay tuned 
to NOAA Weather Radio or local 
commercial television or radio 
stations for current information 
and possible warmings. 

A Tornado Watch means that 
the current atmospheric 
conditions are favorable for the 
development of tornades. Stay 
tuned to NOAA Weather Radio or 
local commerical television or 
radio stations for current 
information and possible 
warnings. 

A Severe Thunderstorm 
Warning means that a severe 
thunderstorm is actually occurring 
within the jurisdiction for which 
the warming is being issued. 
Those persons outside should 
seek shelter immediately and tune 
to NOAA Weather Radio or local 
commercial television or radio 
stations for specific information 
concerning the storm. 

A Tornado Warning means 
that a tornado has been sighted or 
indicated by National Weather 
Service radar. This is an extremely 
dangerous situation and you 



should take shelter immediately. 

What To Do When A 
Tornado Warning Is Issued 

• When a tornado has been 
sighted and/or a tornado warning 
has been issued take shelter 
immediately. Stay away from 
windows, doors and outside 
walls. Protect your head from 
falling objects or flying debris. 
Again, wherever you are take 
cover immediately ! 

• In a house or small building, 
go to the basement or storm 
shelter cellar. If there is no 
basement go to an interior portion 
of the structure on the lowest 
level (closets, interior hallways, 
etc.) Get under something heavy 
and stay there until the danger has 
passed. 

• In a school, nursing home, 
hospital, factory or shopping 
center go to the pre-designated 
shelter areas, interior hallways on 
the lowest floor are usually safest. 
Stay away from windows and 
open spaces. 

• In a vehicle, trailer or mobile 
home, get out immediately and 
go to a more substantial structure. 
If there is no shelter nearby, lie 
flat in the nearest ditch ravine or 
culvert with hands shielding your 
head. Do not attempt to flee from 
a tornado in a car or other vehicle. 

What To Do After 
A Tornado 

• Use great caution when 
entering a building damaged 
from high winds. When entering 
or cleaning a tornado-damaged 
building, be sure that walls, 
ceiling and roof are in place and 
that structure rests firmly on the 
foundation. 

• Beware of broken glass and 
downed utility lines. 

• Check for injuries. Do not 
attempt to move seriously injured 
persons unless they are in 
immediate danger of further 
injury. Call for help immediately.

Agony claws my mind. I am a 
statistic. When I first got here, I 
felt very much alone. I was 
overwhelmed with grief and I 
expected to find sympathy.

FRANKFORT — Spring 
forest fire hazard season opened 
in Kentucky on Feb/ 15 and will 
run through April 30. During this 
time, outdoor burning within 150 
feet of a woodland or brushland 
will be illegal from 6:00 a.m. to 
6:00 p.m. daily. 

Kentucky has had a wet 
winter, but a brief run of dry 
weather can turn woodlands into 
tinderboxes. 

While carelessness is often the 
cause of wildfires, arson is the 
biggest factor in the destruction 
of woodlands in Kentucky, said 
Leah MacSwords, director of the 
Kentucky Division of Forestry 
and Kentucky state forester. 

MacSwords said the Division 
of Forestry needs the public’s 
help in stopping wildland arson. 
To report a suspected arsonist, 
contact the Target Arson Hotline 
at 1-800-27-ARSON, 911, or any 
local law enforcement office. 
Callers can remain anonymous 
and may be eligible for a cash 
reward if the information leads to 
an arrest and indictment. 

A dry autumn raised the fire 
danger levels in many areas in 
2006 when some 1,857 fires — 
three fourths of them arson — 
burned 49,759 acres. 

Safety precautions should be 
taken and weather conditions 
considered before any outdoor 
burning. Check with your local 
fire department, the Kentucky 
Division for Air Quality and the 
Kentucky Division of Waste 
Management to insure 
compliance with state and local 
outdoor burning regulations.

Legislative Update . 

For Morgan County

House Passes Bill To Raise 
Minimum Wage 




FRANKFORT, Feb. 23 — We 
passed 24 bills out of the House 
this week and many are ground- 
breaking pieces of legislation,” 
said Rep. Stacy. 

Raising the state’s minimum 
wage, one of the cornerstones of 
House Democrats’ Commitment 
to Kentucky Families’ agenda, 
moved swiftly out of the House 
this week and is on its way to the 
Senate. House Bill 305, which 
passed by a vote of 89-10, would 
increase the minimum wage to 
$5.85 an hour this year, $6.55 an 
hour in 2008 and $7.25 an hour 
in 2009. 

The rate would increase with 
the federal minimum wage rate, 
now being debated in Congress, 
should the federal rate exceed the 
state rate. “The legislation, if 
passed, would result in the first 
increase in Kentucky’s minimum 
wage in more than a decade. This 
staggered increase will really 
help our Rowan county families 
and community. 

A bill allowing middle school 
girls to be vaccinated for a virus 
that can prevent cervical cancer 
passed the House this week. An- 
other important plank in House 
Democrats’ agenda, House Bill 
345, provides protection against 
four types of the Human Papil- 
loma Virus, which cause 70 per- 
cent of cervical cancers. This 
vaccine will not be mandated. 



Parents will be able to opt out of 
this vaccine for their daughters 
if they choose by signing a form. 
The bill passed by a vote of 58- 
39 and now heads to the Senate. 

Other key pieces of House 
Democrats’ Commitment to Ken- 
tucky Families agenda were also 
voted out of the House this week. 

House Bill 4, which would 
require gender equity on state 
boards and commissions, passed 
by a vote of 95-3. “This will do 
away with years of neglect in 
appointing women to important 
decision-making boards,” said 
Rep. Stacy. 

House Bill 175, also called the 
“Diploma Mill Bill,” would 
make it a felony to present 
fraudulent credentials when ap- 
plying for a job. This bill, which 
passed by a vote of 93-4, will 
now sanction those who present 
purchased “licenses” from 
unaccredited institutions to em- 
ployers. 

House Bill 7, addresses iden- 
tity theft, a growing problem that 
affected 3,500 Kentuckians last 
year. This legislation would re- 
quire government agencies and 
businesses to safeguard Social 
Security numbers and other per- 
sonal identifiers by removing it 
from public records, and dispose 
of documents that contain it. The 
bill passed the House with a vote 
of 99-0. 



House Bill 103, also called 
“Beth’s Bill,” provides a tax 
credit for individuals who donate 
live organs. The bill, passed by 
a vote of 100-0, also provides 30 
days paid leave to state workers 
who donate a live organ. 

Two bills that address safety 
issues for coal miners and social 
workers passed out of House 
Committees this week. 

Legislation passed last session 
now requires more oxygen sup- 
plies to be stored along under- 
ground escape routes in case of 
emergency, better communica- 
tions between the surface and 
underground work areas, and a 
directional cord or lifeline to 
make it easier for miners to find 
their way to exits. House Bill 
207, which passed out of the 
Natural Resources and Environ- 
ment Committee, builds upon 
those safety measures. It would 
require six coal mine inspections 
per year; six hours of required 
annual retraining for mine fore- 
man; and use of mine ventilation 
fans while miners are under- 
ground. 

The “Boni Bill,” named for 
slain state social worker Boni 
Frederick, was voted out of the 
House Health and Welfare Com- 
mittee this week. House Bill 362 
would authorize $2.5 million in 
emergency funding to address 
immediate social worker protec- 
tion needs - safe visitation cen- 
ters, a redesign of current office 
space and the purchase of some 
technology. “The bill would also 
create a Blue Ribbon Commis- 
sion to address staffing and fund- 
ing needs of social workers. 

Other bills passed out of the 
House and are now on their way 
to the Senate for consideration 
include: 

House Bill 123 - initiates a 
pilot program to install new elec- 
tric meters in a sampling of 



homes to collect data evaluating 
their effectiveness in reducing 
electric consumption. 

House Bill 225 - establishes 
the Kentucky Wounded or Dis- 
abled Veterans Program within 
the Kentucky Department of 
Veteran’s Affairs which would 
ensure that wounded or disabled 
veterans receive federal, state and 
private benefits to which they are 
entitled. 

House Bill 390 - another bill 
focusing on our military, elimi- 
nates all fees for special Gold 
Star Mothers license plates for 
mothers who have lost a son or 
daughter in service to their coun- 
try. 

The halfway point of the 2007 
session came and went last week. 
With fewer than 15 days left in 
the session, days at the Capitol 
will be getting longer over the 
next few weeks as we work into 
the night to pass legislation of 
importance to the Common- 
wealth.
